The reply filed on March 18, 2003 (Paper #8) is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The applicant failed to elected related sequences for examination. 
Applicants elected SEQ ID NOS: 1, 3, 5 and 7 which correspond to different nucleotide sequences. SEQ ID 
NO : 1 corresponds to the selective interactive domain of HP 1 122 (SEQ ID NO: 5); HP 1 122 is a sigma28 
factor. SEQ ID NO: 3 corresponds to the selective interactive domain of HP 1032 (SEQ ID NO: 7); HP 1032 is 
an anti-sigma28 factor. While these factors encoded by the polynucleotides may interact with each other, the 
polynucleotides are fragments with different functions. Therefore, SEQ ID NOS: 1 and 5 are distinct 
inventions from SEQ ID NOS: 3 and 7. Also, claim 17 contains SEQ ID NOS: 2, 4 and 6. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of this 
notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
